preparing to undertake ar aJion of the. higheſt, reputation to. 
his deſigns, - but-that we were, immediately told he had gone 
through with it, with all theadvantageimaginable z but I fear 
Ido too long provoke your appetite, itjs.now time to ſatisfie 


it. I ſhall enter upon the matter with the particulars of the de-

Khine, within a League of Keiſerwart, belonging to the E- 
lecor of Cologxe ,. which they began to fortifie towards the 
River)-went- to ſce-part of the Kings Troops, tothe number 
of 10000 Men, who: lay intrencired,near the Head: of a great 
Bridge of: Boats:'which they had fitted up in that Place,. be- 
fides another built gver the Abinme, which is of a darkly 4 
make, and is defended by a Floating;Redoubt, that bears both

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Aﬀter - gar. pap viewed theſe Troops, which be found - 


in excellent order, he appointed. the Count Mortal ( that 
commanded them)to go the next night and diſcover the Coun- 
trey,in order tothe Armies marching ſecurely by ghineberg,and 
, Burick, uptoWeſel. The Count ſer out to execute this Com- 
mand with 200 Horſe, belonging to His Majeſties Guards, 
under the Command of the Sieur Mombrun, Captain Lieute- 
nant of the ſecond Company of the Kings Mukettiers, with 


the like number of Light-Horſmen under the Command of . 


the Marqueſs of S. Gelais, Colonel of the Regiment of Dau- 
phize, and Thirty Dragoons. | | | 
After having marched all night, he arrived next morning 
by break of day at 4bbayzede Camp, within a League of Ahine- 
| berg, where he heard, That the Garriſon of,that Town went 
'out very often to cut Wood, in the adjoyning Foreſt which 
belongs to the.Eleftor of Cologne, for the making of their Pa- 
lifadoes , and defiring to make his advantage of it for the 
Kiggs ſervice, he reſolved tolay an Ambuſh for themabout a 
League and/an half from the Abbey. To that end, he went 
'to a place which was ſhewed him by his Guides, - butnot find- 
ing that convenient, he would' chufe one nearer to Abizeberg- 
ſo leaving his Troops there, he onely took with-him-three of 
. the Guard, as many Muskettiers, and fix; Dragoons , with 
whom were the ſaid Sieur de Mombrun,the 'Count de Druy,the 
Cheyalier de Bethune ; theſe two ſerving as Adjutants,and the 
Sjeur de Boj#s aid Major of Charle Roy. 
'' Being come itito a cloſe Road, he diſcovered 150 Mus- 
aettiers which came from 'Rhineberg 3 whereupon (Fortune 
Gowini: ſo to favor his Defign') he ſent back the ſaid Sicur de 
Mombrun' in all haſtto his Troops, tobring him a 100 Horſmen 
andthe Dragoons, thing himſelf in the mean whilefrom be- 
ing ſeen, ''But the Enemy continuing their march on that fide 
where he was, he commanded the three Muskettiers and fix 
Dragoons that were with him to light off their Horſes, and go 
in to a Ditch, hard by the way. But the Vantguard .of = 
enemy,whichmarchednear fifty paces diſtance from their Body,

© TheEnemy immediately filled all the way, and difcovered 
the' Count of 'Montal, who was forced'to charge them with

And one may juſtly ſay, That never did Soldiers fight with 
greater courage then theſe did on this occaſion, as if they had 
repreſented to themſelves, That it was the firſt exploic of the 
Campagne, and were thence encouraged tofignalize in a par- 
ticular manner their Zeal and Valor. Bur the Sjeur de 2/o-rbyny, 
the Marqueſs of St.Gelays,the Chevaliers de Bethune and de Mar- 
folac, and ſeveral others , were prodigal of their perſons, in 
imitation of the Count de Mortal, who hath wichired the greats 
er ſhare of glory, by his wiſe condutt and forward valor in 
this Action 2: Which is ſo much the more memorable, in 
that there was killed on our fide but two Private Soldiers,

960! ' From the Rhvne' zear, Tolbuys, 60! UF 
V Eſterday before Night I receiv'd the News of the taking 
-Þ-: of Gro/ by the. B:ſhop:of -Mnnſter, who Belieged it it 
Perſon with the:Forces of the EleQor of Cologne and his-own.. 
Commanded by Monſieur de Lxxembourg,; 'tisone of the beſt 
places the' Hollanders had, it held out but four dayes. ' The. 
Prince having given-me an Account-of the Fords and Pafſa- 
ges that T had ordered him to diſcover along the Rhize, from 
Schenck, as far as. Arnheim ; I paſſed through Rees with *my 
Gensd armes , and came into his Camp near Emmerich, where 
I ſupp'd; and, as ſoon! as T roſe fromsTable, took hortfe toge- 
ther with him, after:I had given Orders for the drawing out 
a Thouſand of his Foot, and the Marching of a body of 
Horſe and Drag6onswith ſome Artillery, and the Boars for 
Tranſportation ;:and arrived this morning before Yay. | had 
with me a Guide:that-knew.exadty all the Fords of this River, 
upon whoſe Information ICommanded the Count de Guiche to 
diſcover a part of tt.over againſt aplace called Tolhrys, which 
upon triall he found FordaÞle. TI planted two Batteries .upon 
the Banck of the Rhzze, to play upon them that ſhould offer 


- tooppolethe Horſe Tintended. toſend overon the Right and 


Left of the Batteries,while I was making a Bridge of Boats in the 
mean time to paſs over the Footuponz upon the Information 
brought me by the-Count de Gziche,] commanded Two Thou- 
ſand Horſe of the Left Wing to pals the Riverunder the Com- 

mand of the ſaid Count, at the Ford which he. had diſcovered 
over againſt Tolhuys; The Regiment of Cnira{/zers was to paſs 


firſt, of which ten or twelve. commanded men. to paſs 


over, ſometimes by Fording it, and ſometimes by. Swimming, 
efpy'd Three Squadrons advancing towards: them from be- 


| hind the Hedges and Willowes, and wereat firſt briskly charg- 
ed by-the Officers of the Firſt Squadron,. they. Drawing back 


ſome few ſteps in the River, till thoſe that followed tofecond 
them could come up, made their way afterwards with their 
Swords in theirhands ſo bravely and reſolutely, that the Sc- 
condand Third Squadron (with the fright of it) diſcharged at 
random in the Air, and ran. The Firſt, which hitherto had 
ſet a good face upon it, gave back as wal as the others. to 
which the continual Fire of our Canon did not a little con- 


tribute 3: and now the reſt of the Horſe were all paſſed over _ 


at the Ford, one party of them advanced towards the Enemy 
G under 


under the Command, of the Count, de Grivhe , andthe reſt 


ſtood in Batralia on the Bank of theKiver. 

This Action was accompanyed with all the SucceſF-and Glo- 
ry we could deſire, baving loſt very few Horſe in the Paſſage, 
Negent being the onely Perſon of Note that was drowned : 
Bur afterwards, as il Fortune would have1t,' the Prinde, to 
whom I had ſent, not to paſs the River, was already gohe, 

| before my Orders reach'd him, in a ſmall Boat, to'ſee'what 
' Meriwe ſhould pur into the Caſtle of Tolbxys, and to'informe 
himſelf better of what paſſed on the other ſide of the Water ; 
ſo that not knowing any thing of my Deſign, and ſeeing 'the 
Prince of Cond; andDuke de Longneville advance upon the Spar 
towards a Barricade,where the-Three Squadrons I mention'd 
before had-joyn'd: themſelves with ſore other Horſe and 
Foot, he made all the haſt he could thither, and was follow'd 
by ſeveral others, who now began to keep no Meaſures, 'af- 
ter ſuch an Example, . TOO VEN 10-610, 
At firſt, the Prince, and thoſe' other Gentlemen aſtoniſhed 
the Epemy with their Threatnings, and their Preſence, and 
beſides the Count -deGniche furprifing them in the Reare with 


ſome Squadrons ; had preſſed themiſo cloſe, that they pur 


themſelves in a poſture of yielding;on Condition they might 


have Fair Quarter 3 But;;Monfieur ve Longueville having paſted: 


the Barticade, and crying, Kill;kill, No Quarter ; and, as ſome 
ſay,diſcharged a Piſtoll upon them; our of. pure deſpair they 
made one Volley more, in which the Prince of Code had 
the bone of his left: Wriſt broken , Monſieur de Longxeville 
and Gnitry were killed uppn the Spot,and ſeveral others were 
killedand wounded, which you will ſee in the following Liſt. 
If we had had a little patience, not'one of thoſe men had eſ- 
caped our hands,, the Comte de Guiehe had begirt them cloſe on 
 oneſide, and ſhould havefaln upon themon the other with the 
other Squadrons, and the Foot which by this time were almoſt 
all paſſed in their Boats'z whereas through our own precipi- 
tation, the routing them bas coſtus very dear; this excepted, 
all things are in a very good condition as to the Bettaw, and 
I have much' cauſe to praiſe God for the happy Sauccefs of this 
Enterprize, and to promiſe my felf great advantages by it:
